2. IT WAS DEC I DEO THAT THIS INFORMATION SHOULD BE TRANSMITTED 
TO HEADQUARTERS AND ALSO CIVEN TO THE ADVANCE ODFOAM PARTY TO ALERT 
THEM TO THE POSSIBILITY OF A PROBLEM WITH SCHUNACK. IT IE BELIEVED 
THAT THE DECISION REGARDING FURTHER ACTION ON THIS MATTER SHOULD 
REST WITH THE ODFOAM GROUP, WHICH HAS BEEN INFORMED. THEY MAY WISH 
FURTHER INFORMATION OR MAY PERHAPS DESIRE NO ACTION AT ALL. 

3. AS A STEP TOWARD ACQUIRING FURTHER INFORMATION, WE HAVE ASKI 
OSI TO OBTAIN THE NAMES, IF POSSIBLE, OF THE VISITORS TO SCHUNACK'S

DIFFICULTY. THESE WILL BE SUBMITTED FOR TRACES WHEN RECEIVED. AS 
CAN BE SEEN FROM PARAGRAPH 2 OF OSI'S MEMO, SUBJECT HAS BEEN TRACED 
THROUGH THE AIS COMMUNITY WITH NEGATIVE RESULTS. KUBARK FRAN FILES 
ALSO CONTAIN NO INFORMATION ON REINHARD PAPRITZ. HEADQUARTERS 
TRACES ON BOTH SCHUNACK ANO PAPRITZ WOULD BE APPRECIATED. 
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4. WE HAVE ALSO ASKED Cl ZD TO CHECK WITH 

CAPITULATOR TO SEE WHETHER PERHAPS HE CAN PROVIDE FURTHER INFORMA- 
TION ON SCHUNACK AS WELL AS PERHAPS OTHER MEMBERS OF THE WIESBADEN 
POLICE FORCE. WE FEEL CARAVEL MAY BE AN EVEN MORE REWARDING SOURCE 
ANO WILL ASK HIM TO INVESTIGATE ALSO. 

5. BONN - PLEASE PASS THE SUBSTANCE OF ATTACHMENTS A. AND B. 
TO THE ODFOAM ADVANCE PARTY IN BONN, ODIBEX AND ODACID OFFICIALS, 
OMITTING THE TRUE IDENTIFICATION OF OSI'S SOURCE. THIS MATERIAL IS 
N 0 F 0 R N AND MAY N 0 T BE DISCUSSED WITH HBGROPI NG OFFICIALS.
